No Trouble and No Change at the 


Wabash Shops To-Day. 


The strike of all Knights of Labor em- 


ployes of the Wabash system of railways 
east and went of the MiseiuwppJ river, in- 
augurated yesterday by order of the 
General Executive .Board, has tiraa far 
caused no trouble in Decatur, and the sit- 
uation here to day is the same as it was 
yesterday at this hour. Trains are mov- 
ing promptly as usual to handle the in- 
creasing business of the company, and 
the reporter is told by the bosses ot tbe; 
several departments that all the men m 
the dilleront shops are at work putting 
m full time, and manifesting no disposi- 
tion whatever to strike. The locked out 
Wabash men are about the Union depot, 
consulting quietly together, discussing 
tbe situation, and eagerly scanning the 
city papers as they arrive. Last night 
Knights of Labor end other union 
men held a brief secret session, but 
what 
was done cannot be told, as 


thoao present will not divulge any in- 
formation 
It doesn't appear that tbe 


men can accomplish anything here unless 
they can get the tram men to join them, 
and that object can hardly be attained aa 
the men at work are not anxious to re- 
main idle and eventually become hard up 
for money. 


There have been no disturbances or 


damage to property at this point. 


The telegraph tells that the strike has 


fallen tlat at all points on the Wabasb. 
At Springfield, 4 men quit work, at Mo- 
berh, Mo, 45, at Stanbury, Missouri, 70 
men quit, at Fort Wayne, all Knights 
of Labor kept at work. In the South- 
eastern System there are about 15,000 
Knights of Labor employes. If these 
quit work that part of the road will be 
most seriously ejected. 


The Wabash officials in Deoalor do

three darts .takeu deep enough to make 
it tit smooth across the wearer. 
This 


is cot sufficiently long to allow eight or 
ton tncks, each two inches r?ido, being 
taken tip. -The lowest tuck is not ex- 
actly at the foot, but falls upon a lino 
kniw pleating that drops as low as tho 
skirt binding and forms a pretty lini^h. 
AJl the fullness at the-top is gathered 
or pleated into the back of the oclt, ex- 
tending an eighth of a yard each side 
of the placket opening behind. Two 
or three sets of tapes sewed to the side 
gores tie behind and bold the front and 
sides in place. To finish this is a short 
apron drapery in front sewed in with 
the belt of the lower skirt, and behind 
there is a sash drapery made of two 
uneven loops and ends of tho wool 
goods taken lengthwise about halt' u 
yard wide, and finished with a hem and 
tucks. The waist should have length- 
wise narrow tncks in front and behind, 
be fitted smoothly over a lining and 
stitched across the waist linrt to diu- 
pense with a belt 
The fronts between 


these tucks are each left plain, are 
about three inches wide, and when 
lapped double they represent a vest, 
winch is completed by a row ot small 
buttons down each side. Thin ->ile.si:i 
linings in figures and .stripes of color 
with white or with a whole gray sur- 
face are used for such dresses.—Har- 
per'y Baiar. 


OF INTEREST TO TRAVELERS. 


How They May be Sure of Obtalutug Ito- 


freahlnr Bleep on it Railway Train. 


Until recently C have not been able 


to secure much sleep on the first night 
of a railway jonrney, and it may be an 
advantage to many travelers to know 
how the inability was overcome. An 
excess of blood in the brain prevents 
sleep. How to remove the surplus is 
the problem for the unfortunate who 
wish to sleep but can not. A pump i 
needed for' that purpose, and it may 
easily be provided, as follows- Having 
assumed the usual posture of repose, 
inhalo and exhale slowly and steadily 
long breivths,, devoting the whole .at- 
tention to making the inhalations and 
exhalations of exactly the same length. 
Tho length bhould be much greater 
than that of ordinary .breathing, al- 
though not sufficient to disturb tho cir- 
culation by working the lungs to their 
utmost capacity. Any person who has 
force of will enough to concentrate his 
whole attention on the maintenance of 
this style of breathing can compel 
sleep in very unfavorable circumstances 
and victims of insomnia should know it. 


The value of tho method is uot 


•olely in holding tho mind to one ob- 
ject of thought, but the process of 
brostbing here described is 
roally 


equivalent to the insertion of a pump 
in the brain to draw off its excess of 
blood 
To convince yourself that this 


is so, till your longs with all tho air 
they can hold and then expel it, repeat- 
ing the operation three or four times 
as rapidly as possible. The result wilt 
be a feeling of faintncss, unless you 
are other that an ordinary mortal, and 
its cause will be a deficiency of blood 
in the brain, produced by the pumprnc 
process. Such violent breathing will 
uot produce sleep, however, as tSere is 
a reaction which sends the life current 
rushing back to the seat of the mind. 
Scientists say that the veils on why f e;ir, 
surprise or any other sudden emotion 
often muses faintness is because it 
rupidly drives tho blood from the brain, 
and the fai-t is significant for those who 
wish to understand how to induce 
sleep, whether on the railway train or 
in their beds at home, by pumping the 
excess of blood from their brains by a 
peculiar method of breathing. — Cor. 
iV. Y. Mail and Express. 


Apple-Sauce for Cows. 


Wo have iound apples valuabl'5 as a 


food for milch cows, having used them 
freely in a green state. Lately we 
have bean feeding dried cores and 
skins, the refuse of an evaporating 
house. 
Their 
known 
composition 


accredits them with a value by weight 
equal to three-fourths that of an equal 
weight of corn meal, and this valuation 
ia Jully confirmed by the feeding tests. 
Ten pounds per cow per day, vet and 
mixed with half their weight of cotton- 
seed meal, fed in two feeds, make a 
well-balanced food and a most excel- 
lent flavored milk and butter, and se- 
cures a liberal return in quantity 
Where corn meal is worth twenty dol 
lars a ton the dried fruit is worth 
lif- 


teen. At this price it pays well for 
drying, ns it can be done for about four 
dollars a ton for cores and skins, and 
small and refuse apples which require 
slicingcau be dried for fix dollars a 
ton. This is ranch better than throw- 
ing them away or making them into 
cider for somebody to guzzle, to his in- 
jury. 
Cows relish, the dried fruit keen- 


ly, and the sauce it makes is good for 
them by contributing to health, and 
thrift, and sleek coats. It serves the 
same purpose in the diet of the cow 
that sauces and condiments do in a diet 
lor humanity.—Exchange-

The Interest Looking Up and Likely to He

The sheep interest is looking up, ami 


promises to recover its lost ground 
very rapidly. Tor some reason—prob- 
ably tho folly of shepherds and woo! 
growers more than anything else— 
'wool varies in prico considerably every 
few years. 
Wool buyers are not asleep 


and are continually watching the pulse, 
as it were, ot the wool growers, and 
when indications of panic are notict'L 
down go the prices, and then llocks 
are sacrificed. The recent panic begai 
with sonio foolish mon who declare*' 
•the reduction of duty of live cents pet 
pound upon wool would ruin the sheep 
interest. 
A great scare occurred, anc 


while the sheep interest was not ruinec 
a good many shepherds were, r.nd los 
money by wantonly tacriticing sheej 
for twenty-live or fifty cents each. But 
their los^ was the gain of others, who 
got the sheep for less than their value, 
it was a mere change of property, as 
when a man fools away his money by 
betting or other gambling. The sheep 
interest has not suffered; it was merely 
transferred for a nominal consideration, 
in part, to new hands. 


Wool at thirty cents a pound is by no 


means a losing aS'air. When one hun- 
dred ewes, allowing the safe estimate 
of an increase of eighty per cent, and 
losses by death of ten per cent., wil" 
increase to one thousand four hundred 
and twenty-live in ten years, and wil 
give

year, 


even 
at 
twenty 
cents 
per 


pound, to pay expenses, the 
profit 


of a flock should be quite satisfactory 
14.25 per cent, in (en years is a larger 
profit than many farmers make and 
will compare favorably with any other 
business. 
So that on tho whole, if 


there are any persons who are making 
new ventures in this direction, or any 
who arc fearing to hold on to their 
llocks at the present time, it may be 
clear to them that there is margin 
enough given for a hopeful if not cer- 
tain success in this staple branch ot 
agriculture. 


While considering the subject o1 


sheep rearing and wool growing it 
might be interesting to recall the fact 
that the prosperity of Ireland was at its 
height when the manufacture of woolen 
goods was the principal business. But 
when the jealousy of her British rulers 
led to the crippling and final destruc- 
tion of this prosperous industry flie 
downfall' of Ireland began.
